Dear Sir:— 

Referring to your letter of the 
7th inst. regarding temporary ap- 
pointments in the Police and Fire 
Departments of Newark, I would call 
your attention to Chapter 151 of the 
Session Laws of 1918,-which was a 
‘Senate substitute for Senate 158. 
This law would seem to compel the 
Civil Service Commission to place 
on a preferred list all temporary em- 
ployees of the Police and Fire De- 
partment, which such temporary em- 
ployment shall cease by reason of 
the return of the regular incum- 
bent from the war, and that the ap- 
pointing authority will be obliged to 
take these men from the preferred 
list before any appointment may be 
made from a list obtained as the 
result of an. open competitive ex- 
amination. In view of this, it would 


seem that in our co-operation with 
your department the situation should 
be clearly- understood. 


We have already held an exam- 
ination for Jersey City Police and 
Fire Departments, between the ages 
of 31 and 78, and же obtained 
twelve eligibles for the Fire De- 
partment and seventeen eligibles for 
the Police Department. This meth- 
od does not seem to provide ade- 
quate relief, although probably it 
will have to be employed in Newark. 
If you desire, we will proceed at 
once to hold an examination as sug- 
gested, since you are enipowered to 
fix the age limits, as well as the 
minimum height and weight. At 
the same time, it might be a good 
plan to hold an examination open to 
those from 21 to 31, and with the 
idea in mind that we should be able 
to obtain at least some candidates 
who, by reason of dependents, will 
not be affected by the draft. In 
the case of firemen, it would seem 
worth while to consider whether the 
minimum age should not be reduced 
from 21 to 18 or 19, as was done 
in Elizabeth. After we have ex- 
hausted these methods we could 
then probably authorize qualifying 
examination and have you nominate 
to us, and we would then take up 
the question of giving qualifying 
tests. 

With regard to the matter of ap- 
pointment of men of draft age who 
may serve for a period of a month, 
or at most a few months, and then 
enter the service, it would seem to 
me that a proper plan would be to 
grant such men leaves of absence 
without pay, as all such members 
could not have any moral claim on 
the department of pay during mili- 
tary service. This, however, is only 
a suggestion. It would seem the 
matter of continuing part pay is in- 
tended to cover only those cases 
where the men have become estab- 
lished as regular members of the 
department, and who have come to 
depend on their incomes from such 
department. The men subject to 


draft, and under almost immediate 
call, have no claim on the depart- 
ment, it would seem, and would not 
receive pay from the private estab- 
lishment in which they are now em- 
ployed on going into active service, 
and it would hardly seem that they 
could expect to serve in a city de- 
partment for a month or two, and 
then continue on the payroll indefi- 
nitely. 

As stated above, however, this is 
only a suggestion, as, of course, we 
have nothing to do with the deci- 
sion of the local commissioners in 
this matter. 

I would be glad to hear from 
you further regarding the above.

quested the Civil Service Commis- 
sion to raise the age limit of tem- 
porary appointees during the period 
of the war for members of the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments. I have 
received a communication from the 
Civil Service Commission in which 
they practically accede to an exam- 
ination being conducted by them for 
temporary appointees, but it is up 
to this Commission to fix the sal- 
aries of the various appointees of 
the Fire and Police Departments. 
The annual salary paid to men en- 
tering the Police Department in the 
City of Newark is $900. In Jersey 
City similar requests were made and 
the Civil Service Commission ас- 
ceded. In an examination held last 
week I think only fourteen appeared 
for the Fire Department and nine 
for the Police Department. The rea- 
son for such a small number is due 
to the small entrance salary and the 
trouble in getting men to compete 
in examinations. 

The situation is becoming serious. 
Men are being drafted almost as 
fast as they are taken in the depart- 
ments. At the present time we are 
about twenty-one men short in the 
Police Department and there are six- 
teen more from the department who 


will be drafted on April ist The 
same condition practically prevails 
in the Fire Department. Something 
will have to be done by your hum- 
ble servant, with the sanction, of 
course, of the Commission іп obtain- 
ing men to fill the places temporarily 
of those drafted. It was suggested 
that I appoint men from the eligible 
lists, now in the hands of the de- 
partment, submitted by the Civil 
Service Commission. I would sug- 
gest, providing the Civil Service Com- 
mission will agree to it, that we 
fix the salaries of the temporary 
appointees. My suggestion is that 
we fix the salaries of temporary ap- 
pointees for the period of the war 
at $1,300 per annum. 

After a discussion among the Com- 
missioners, Commissioner Raymond 
moved that we give our approval 
to place on the payroll temporary 
appointees in the place of those 
drafted at a salary of $1,300 per 
year, and the communication from 
the Civil Service Commission be re- 
ferred to the Director of Public 
Safety.
